Information 


The Inyo County Fair will be held in Bishop Octo¬ 
ber 4th, 5th and 6th, under the management of the 
Board of Directors. It has been underwritten and 
financed by the American Legion. All are now eornestly 
at work to make this the most suecesful feir ever held in 
the county. The Directors and committees need the as¬ 
sistance and co-operation of every business man, stock- 
man, farmer—in fact every person of every class is urged 
to exhibit some products or articles from their farm or 
home. The Legion boys expect to keep up their rep¬ 
utation and go over the top. Let’s all go with them. 
Suitable prizes and awards have been provided, agregat- 
ing more than $3500. % 

It has been arranged through the Farm Bureau for 
a corps of experts from the State University to act as 
judges of live stock, also to conduct a three days dairy 
test, and assist our boys of the Corn Club in selecting 
and judging seed corn. 










Rules and Regulations 


1st—Exhibits of all kinds except otherwise specified 
must be owned, produced, manufactured or grown in 
Inyo or Mono counties. 

2nd—Exhibitors will not be charged a fee on pavil¬ 
ion or live stock exhibits. 

3rd—All exhibits of agriculture, horticulture, canned 
fruits, needle work, painting, etc., and all things 
to be placed in the pavilion should be presented to the 
pavilion superintendent or entry clerk October 3rd, 
and under no circumstances can any article, be entered 
for prize in pavilion later than 10 o’clock a. m., Octo¬ 
ber 4th, except as hereafter specified. 

4th—All exhibits of cut flowers and in the cul¬ 
inary department should be presented on the second day, 
October 5th, not later than 10 a. in., and will be judged 
the same day. 

5th—Proper entry of all articles or animals to be 
exhibited must be made with entry clerks. A tag bear¬ 
ing the number with a coupon attached will be fur¬ 
nished for each entry. The tag must be attached to 
the article or animal to be exhibited and the coupon re¬ 
tained by the owner or exhibitor in order to claim the 
article or animal at close of Fair. 

6th—The entry card, with number of article or an¬ 
imal as received from the clerk, must be attached to the 
article or animal when being judged; and to those judg¬ 
ing, names of exhibitors must not be given or displayed. 

7th—Exhibitors of live stock may display over pens 
or stalls where stock is kept, a written or printed pla¬ 
card of name, breed and age, with register number of 
animal and name and address of owner. 

8th—Exhibitors of live stock must inform them¬ 
selves from the superintendent of the proper division 
when their stock will be judged and must present same 
promptly when called to the judging rig, with the proper 
entry card attached. 

9th—No person should be permitted in the show 
ring while stock is being judged except the awarding: 
committee, officers of the Fair and the necessary attend¬ 
ants. 

10 th—The judges if called upon will give their 
reasons for their decisions, embracing the value and de¬ 
sirable qualities and points of animal or article to which 
premium has been awarded. 

11th—No diseased or imperfect produce or animal 
will be permitted to compete for prizes. 

12 th—Pens and stalls will be assigned by the sup or- 









intendent in charge after proper entry of animal has been 

made. 

13th—Necessary care and precaution will be given iu 
protect all exhibits of whatsoever kind against damage, in¬ 
jury or loss. Further, the Board of Directors do not as¬ 
sume any financial obligation for damage, injury or loss 
to property exhibited. 

14th—Animals must have been awarded first pre¬ 
mium in order to compete for sweepstakes. 

Premiums w 111 *>e exhibited by ribbons as follows: 

First premium, Blue Ribbon. 

Second premium, Red Ribbon. 

Third premium, honorable mention, White Ribbon. 

Sweepstakes, Purple Ribbon. 

All exhibits will be judged the second day of the 
Fair, October 5th. 

16th—All stock that competes for prizes should be 
at the race track October 6th at ten o’clock a. m. to march 
in the general stock parade. 

17th—Dates for computing ages will be as follows: 

Horses and mules January 1st; 

Sheep, January 1st. 

No animals to be awarded prize if deemed unworthy 
by judge.

All cows competing shall be clean milked out to the 
satisfaction of the superintendent at 6 o’clock on the 
evening previous to the show. 

On the first morning of the show all cows are to be 
milked in the ring, in the presence of the judge, who shall 
also see each animal’s milk weighed and tested for butter 
fat content by the Babcock test, and this shall be done 
for three consecutive days, not more than three times a 
day, at hours to be fixed by the director in charge. 

Any animal that does not yield daily up to the fol¬ 
lowing standard, when milked in the ring and the milk 
tested, shall not be awarded a premium:

Invo county had, in 1920, 521 farms, an increase of 
18.9 per cent over 1910. Of these 496 were operated by 
white farmers, and most of the remainder by native In¬ 
dians. 

Owens Valley’s fertile, well watered soil will pro¬ 
duce every temperate zone vegetable or fruit hardier than 
citrus varieties. A fruit to which it is specially adapted 
is pears, the elevation of about 4000 feet exempting it 
from pear disease found in lower altitudes. For proof of 
quality of products, see exhibits in this fair.
